BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF ORANGE 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen of the town of Orange shall have 
the charge and management of all suits and actions at law for and 
against the town, and may prosecute, defend or settle the same as they 
see fit, unless otherwise directed by the vote of the town. 


Section 2. The word “street” or “streets” in these by-laws shall be 
understood to mean and include alleys, lanes, courts, public squares, 
public places and all public ways, and shall include the sidewalks thereof, 
unless otherwise expressly stated. 


Section 3. The Board of Selectmen may change the name of any 
street and shall establish the names of all streets hereafter laid out and 
accepted by the town or any other authority. 


The said Board shall cause the names of all streets to be recorded in 
the records of the town, and shall cause signs with the names of the re- 
spective streets thereon to be secured and maintained at proper places 
on said streets. 


Section 5. No person shall coast or slide on the snow or ice, across, in 
or along any street or other public place, upon any hand sled, board or 
other thing except in such places and under such restrictions as the 
Selectmen shall designate. 


Section 6. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, pistol or fire- 
arms in or across any of the streets, within the town, provided that this 
section shall not apply to the use of such weapons at any military 
exercise or review under the authority of a commissioned officer of the 
militia, or in the lawful defense of the person, family or property of any 
citizen, nor to any person firing a salute of cannon by leave of the Select- 
men. 


Section 9. No person shall ride or drive any horse or other animal on 
any public way at a rate of speed exceeding ten miles per hour, nor in 
such manner as to endanger or unreasonably incommode passengers 
therein. 


Section 10. No person shall tie or fasten any horse or other animal to 
any ornamental or shade tree, vine, or shrub in any street or on any 
public land, or to any structure put up for the protection of such tree, 
vine or shrub or to any pole used for the transmission of electricity. 


Section 11. No person shall suffer any horse or other beast attached 
to any carriage to go at large without a driver or rider in any street or 
public square. 


Section 12. No owner or person having the care of any swine, sheep, 
horse, mules or neat cattle, shall permit or allow the same to go at large 
in any highway or public place within said town. 


Section 13. No person shall break or dig up the ground in that 
portion of any highway or street, wrought for travel, or except as pro- 
vided in Sections 29, 30 and 31, place thereon any wood, timber, coal, 
earth, stone, bricks, lumber or building material, or any dirt or ashes, or 
any animal or vegetable substance, or any rubbish, or offal or obstruc- 
tion of any kind, or move any building into or along the same without a 
written license from the Selectmen. 


Section 14. Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or near 
each other on any sidewalk or on land used for a sidewalk or street in 
such a manner as to obstruct or impede public travel after having been 
requested by any constable or police officer to move on. 


Section 15. No person shall loaf upon any sidewalk or land used for a 
sidewalk or street after having been requested by any constable to move 
on. 


Section 16. No person shall behave himself in a disorderly manner or 
use any indecent or profane language on any street, highway, or other 
public place in said Town, or be and remain upon any doorstep, portico 
or other projection from any house or other building, after having been 
requested by any person in charge of such premises or by any constable 
or police officer to leave. 


Section 17. No person shall spit tobacco juice on the floor of any room 
in any public building or on the floor of any hall or entrance to any public 
building in said Town. 


Section 18. No person in a state of nudity shall bathe in any pond, 
stream, or other place exposed to public view, or in the vicinity of any 
dwelling house, between one hour before sunrise and one hour after 
sunset. 


Section 21. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any yard or 
passage way to any engine house or other building under the care of the 
fire department, any obstruction to the taking out or putting in of any 
engine, carriage or other apparatus belonging to the fire department. 


Section 22. No person shall place or keep any table, stall or booth or 
other erection in any street, highway, sidewalk, or in any of the public 
squares or grounds in the Town, for the sale of fruit or other things 
without permission from the Selectmen. 
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Section 23. No person shall ring or cause to be rung any bell, use or 
cause to be used any horn or other instrument in any street or public 
place in said Town, to give notice of any business or calling or sale of any 
article, or shall sell or offer for sale by public proclamation in any street 
or public place, any article, unless duly licensed by the Selectmen. 


Section 24. No person shall in any manner injure any of the pumps, 
wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs in the streets, or public 
grounds, or said Town, nor shall throw or place any substance in said 
pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs, and the drinking 
cups provided for said fountains shall be deemed a part of said fountain 
within the meaning of this by-law. 


Section 26. No person shall, without written permission of the Board 
of Selectmen, post or paste any advertisement or notice upon any shade 
tree, bridge, fence, guide post or pole used for the transmission of elec- 
tricity in the Town. 


Section 27. No person shall scatter handbills, flyers, printed or 
written advertisements or circulars in or on any street within one half 
mile of the Town House. 


Section 28. No person shall discharge any waste water or water from 
a sink or water closet, except through a drain into a sewer or cesspool, 
or in accordance with a written permit from the Board of Health. 


Section 29. The Board of Selectmen shall cause the snow and ice to 
be made even upon or removal from the sidewalk adjoining school houses 
and other town property within one mile of the Town House, and the 
sidewalks on the bridges over the river and railroad on South Main 
Street, and if necessary to cause sand or some suitable material to be 
scattered upon the same to render them reasonably safe for travel. 


Section 30. Rescinded at Annual Town Meeting March 7, 1960.

Section 32. Any person guilty of a violation of any of these by-laws 
from number four to twenty-eight inclusive, shall pay a fine not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars for each offense.

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BY-LAWS RELATIVE TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS, JUNK 
DEALERS, DEALERS IN SECOND-HAND ARTICLES AND JUNK 
COLLECTORS, ADOPTED MARCH 1, 1915. 


Section 33. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the articles which 
he may lawfully sell without a license until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the town clerk and has been assigned by said clerk a 
number. 


Section 34. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any article 
which he may lawfully sell without a license in any manner that will tend 
to injure or annoy the public health or comfort, not otherwise than in 
vehicles or receptacles which are neat and clean and do not leak, and 
which have printed on them, in letters and figures at least two inches in 
height, the name of the person selling and the number given him by the 
town clerk. 


Section 35. The selectmen may license suitable persons to be dealers 
in, and keepers of shops, for the purchase, sale or barter of junk, old 
metals, or second-hand articles, subject to the provisions of the laws of 
the Commonwealth, and may revoke such licenses at pleasure. 


They may also license suitable persons as junk collectors, to collect by 
purchase or otherwise, junk, old metals and second-hand articles, from 
place to place in the town, subject to the provisions of the laws of the 
Commonwealth, and may revoke such licenses at pleasure. 


Section 36. Every keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or barter of 
junk, old metals or second-hand articles shall keep a book in which shall 
be written at the time of every purchase of any such article, a 
description thereof, the name, age and residence of the person from 
whom, and the day and hour when such purchase was made. Such book 
shall at all times be open to the inspection of the selectmen and to any 
person by them authorized to make such inspection. 


Section 37. No keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or barter of 
junk, old metals or second-hand articles, and no junk collector, shall di- 
rectly or indirectly, either purchase or receive, by way of barter or 
exchange, any of the articles aforesaid, of a minor or apprentice, 
knowing or having reason to believe him to be such, and no article pur- 
chased or received by such shop keeper shall be sold until at least one 
week from the date of its purchase or receipt has elapsed. 


Section 38. Every keeper of such shop shall put in a suitable and 
conspicuous place on his shop, a sign having his name and occupation 
legibly inscribed thereon in large letters, and every such shop shall not 
be open except during the time between sunrise and nine o'clock of the 
evening of each week day. 
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Section 39. Every shop, place, vehicle or receptacle used for the 
storage, collection or keeping of junk, old metals or second-hand articles, 
and all articles of merchandise therein may be examined at all times by 
the selectmen, or by any person by them authorized to make such 
examination. 


Section 40. Junk collectors shall display badges upon their persons, 
and upon their vehicles when engaged in collecting, transporting or deal- 
ing in junk, metals or second-hand articles. Said badges so to be 
displayed upon the person shall be circular in form, of a diameter not 
less than two and one-half inches, and shall bear upon the face thereof, 
in plain letters, the words, “Junk Collector”, together with the number 
of the license of such junk collector. The badge so to be displayed upon 
the vehicle shall be rectangular in form, of dimensions not less than eight 
by six inches, and shall bear upon its face the words, “Junk Collector”, 
and the number of the license of such collector. 


Whoever violates any of these by-laws from No. 33 to No. 40 inclusive, 
or any provisions thereof shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars for each offense.

CURFEW LAW 


At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Orange qualified 
to vote in elections and town affairs, held in said town Monday, the 
twenty-sixth day of May, 1919, under Article 14 in warrant for said 
meeting, the following by-law was adopted: 


“No person under the age of sixteen years shall be or remain in or 
upon any street or public place in the town at night after the hours of 


nine o'clock (sun time) between the first day of April and the thirtieth 
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day of September, both inclusive, of each year, or at night after the 
hours of eight o'clock between the first day of October and the 
thirty-first day of March, both inclusive, of each year, unless he is 
actually employed in some work that makes it necessary, or is accom- 
panied by a person properly having care and custody of him, or a person 
to whom he has been particularly intrusted by some one who properly 
has general care and custody of him or is engaging in the performance of 
some mission or duty directed by a person having his general care and 
custody. Any person violating this by-law shall be subject to a fine of not 
more than ten dollars.”

Voted: That the Tax Collector shall be Town Collector and shall collect 
all accounts due the town. All departments charging accounts to be col- 
lected shall commit to the Collector, as frequently as once a month, com- 
mitment with a statement of the name and address of the firm or person 
from whom money is due, the nature of the service rendered, and a 
description of and the price charged for materials sold, and the date on 
which service was rendered or materials sold. The Town Collector shall 
pay over to the Town Treasurer at regular intervals and as often as once 
each month, all sums collected with a record thereof, and take the 
receipt of the Town Treasurer thereof.

Voted: That the town rescind the action taken in Article 4 at the town 
meeting held February 5, 1934 and adopt the following By-Laws: 


a. There shall be a finance committee consisting of seven members 
who shall reside in the town and shall be registered voters therein. No 
officer or employee of the town shall be eligible to serve on said 
committee. Within ten.days after the final publication of the By-Laws in 
case it shall be approved by the Attorney General, the moderator shall 
appoint two members of the Finance Committee to serve for three years. 
All appointments to the Finance Committee heretofore made and in 
effect at the time of the adoption of these By-Laws shall continue in force 
until the expiration of the respective terms of appointment. Within ten 
days after each annual meeting after 1936 the Moderator shall appoint 
for the term of three years such number of members of the Finance 
Committee as shall be necessary to replace the members whose terms 
have expired. In the event of a vacancy for any other cause than 
expiration of term of office, the Moderator shall forthwith fill such 
vacancy for the unexpired term. The Finance Committee shall elect its 
own Chairman and Secretary. 


b. In addition to the duties with relation to the reserve fund pre- 
scribed by law, the Finance Committee shall consider all municipal 
questions involving the appropriation of money, and may consider any 
municipal question, make such recommendations as the Committee deem 
advisable upon all subjects considered by it, and shall submit its recom- 
mendations and report to each town meeting, regular or special.

In all such cases the speed 
of such motorboats shall be reduced to headway speed, so as to provide 
full visibility and control, and prevent their wash from being thrown into 
or causing excessive rocking to other boats, barges, aquaplanes or other 
devices being towed by power. The operator of a towing boat shall be 
responsible for compliance therewith. Who ever violates this By-Law 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $500.00 and by 
imprisonment for not more than six months or both.”

Pursuant to a Warrant duly served and posted, the inhabitants of the 
Town of Orange qualified to vote in elections and town affairs at the 
Annual Town Meeting held March 13, 1967 at 7:00 in the afternoon, 
adopted the following by-law: 


“No one in control of real property in town, other than a commercial 
junkyard or a commercial garage, shall tolerate the remaining thereon 
for more than ten days of a junked, abandoned, unregistered, disas- 
sembled or inoperable motor vehicle, nor shall anyone allow such a motor 
vehicle to remain on any place or road available for public travel for 
more than forty-eight hours. Any such motor vehicle remaining for the 
period indicated shall be deemed abandoned and may be removed by the 
police department and disposed of under the provisions of Chapter 135 of 
the General Laws, relating to Unclaimed and Abandoned Property. 
Whoever violates any provision of this by-law shall pay a fine of not 
more than fifty dollars. Each failure to remove the vehicle after written 
notice from the Selectmen to do so to the one in control of real property 
affected or the registered owner of the vehicle on such place or road, 
within ten days of the receipt of said notice, if on private land, or within 
forty-eight hours of its receipt, if on such a place or road, shall be a 
separate offense and punishable by a fine of not over fifty dollars. 
Nothing herein shall prohibit the maintenance on private land in an en- 
closed building of disassembled or inoperable motor vehicles, nor on 
private property, located so that they cannot be seen from a public high- 
way or from abutting property, nor operable farm vehicles.”

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REPORT OF THE ORANGE - ATHOL 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT DISTRICT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We herewith submit the annual report of the activities of the Industrial 
District for the year 1973. 


The I.D.D. has had twenty-one inquiries about the Orange-Athol area, 
most of the inquiries were for existing buildings, but some were for in- 
dustrial sites. The American Hardware Co. from Pennsylvania had an 
option on the 37 acres on route 2A but dropped it in favor of locating in 
Westfield. They felt that the company executives would be happier living 
in the greater Springfield area. Most of the other companies looking for 
sites were making long range plans. The Fredericks Rubber Co. located 
in the former ten-pin building’ in July. Mr. Freedman first looked at 
buildings four years ago. He made a survey of available help at that time 
and again this year in May; that is an example of how long a company 
takes in locating in a new area. 


During the month of January, 1973 the I1.D.D. advertised the former 
General Foods plant in Orange for sale. We had three inquiries from our 
ad. The George Bent Co. from Gardner has purchased the plant and 
plans to start manufacturing in early 1974. 


Since June, we have been working with the Stride-Rite Shoe Co. to find 
a buyer for the Orange Shoe buildings. We found a company that is in- 
terested in the purchase of the plant but due to shortage of certain raw 
materials the sale is being delayed, until the company is sure of getting 
enough supplies to operate. 


After the fire on the corner of South St. and Exchange St. last winter, 
the I.D.D. contacted the Small Business Administration. A 
representative of the S.B.A. came to Athol three days after the fire and 
met with the burned-out owners of businesses. We tried to get it 
declared a disaster fire for the area so that they would be able to get low 
interest loans to rebuild. Unfortunately the money the S.B.A. had for 
that purpose ran out in late 1972. 


The future for the economy is very uncertain at this time but the I.D.D. 
members plan to keep trying to attract industry.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen organized after the election with James A. 
MacKnight as Chairman, Allan H. Hawk, clerk, and Edward G. Billiel, 
third member. 


The Board sincerely regrets the loss of Lee E. Berquist who died sud- 
denly on October 20, 1973. Lee served the town as Police Officer for 
twelve years and was always a conscientious and dedicated worker. 


Several meetings were held with State Street Development Company 
and agreements were made relative to installation of sewage system and 
repair of the road surface. It was agreed that State Street Development 
Company will be responsible for cost of installation and maintenance of 
the sewage system serving the apartments. They have also agreed to re- 
surface the road when all excavation work is completed. 


Considerable work was required on the road and dam at Tully Pond 
because of leaks that developed in the spring. The work has been com- 
pleted and presents an improved section of highway. 


At the recommendation of the Recreation Commission the town voted to 
construct three tennis courts at the town park. These have been com- 
pleted and the sport of tennis is being enjoyed by many townspeople. 


All plans, specifications and back-up data for the proposed Wastewater 
Treatment Plant have been submitted to Federal and State Authorities. 


The poor street lighting in the center of town is still a problem and it is 
hoped that the Light Company will find it possible to complete its plans 
for underground wiring and installation of modern street lights in the 
coming year. 


Another project which the Board hopes to accomplish in the near future 
is the improvement of East Main Street at the intersection of Mechanic 
Street. This work was delayed because of the high cost of land takings. 


The Board of Selectmen expresses its appreciation to all Boards, 
Committees, and Department Heads for the fine work and cooperation 
during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Orange Planning Board reorganized during 1973 with Roger Tol- 
man remaining as a member, Mary Rembe returning to the Board and 
James N. Pike, Artemus Jardine, and Fred Heyes III appointed as new 
members. 


The Planning Board dealt with two of the most pressing problems of 
the Town under its jurisdiction. First the division of land and the 
creation of new developments was dealt with under the Orange Regula- 
tions Governing the Subdivision of Land. Some subdivisions were ap- 
proved, with modifications, and some subdivisions were disapproved 
when it was apparent that no thought had been given to the protection 
of the townspeople. 


Secondly, in response to many requests from the citizens, the first 
stages of the drafting of an essential and simple zoning by-law, tailored 
to the needs of Orange was begun. 


The Board also, in the course of handling its work, has met with other 
boards and committees, including the Selectmen, Conservation, Water, 
Sewerage, Health, Finance, Schools and Town Counsel. This is in an 
effort to coordinate the activities of the Planning Board with all the other 
Boards concerned and to better understand each others problems so that 
hopefully we can work with each other for the common betterment of the 
Town.

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REPORT OF HOUSING AUTHORITY 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Orange Housing Authority has had an active year dealing with the 
problems of housing in Orange. The Authority has held regular meetings 
throughout the year in the Community Building at Colonial Acres. 
Members of the Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board have also 
attended some of these meetings. 


The Orange Development Corporation presented figures to the 
Authority for the remodeling and renting of specific apartments. 
However, support was missing for this plan as some of the figures 
seemed unrealistic. 


The Housing Authority has concerned itself with the problem of there 
being no first class tenements available for rental in Orange. The 
Authority feels that the new State Street Apartments being constructed 
at this time and due to open soon will help to upgrade housing in the 
area and aid the tax base in town. Twenty-five percent or 29 of these 
apartments will come under the Authority’s rental assistance program. 
Included in these will be six one-bedroom apartments, 13 two bedroom 
apartments, seven three bedroom apartments and three four-bedroom 
apartments. These will be available for single tenants, couples and 
families that qualify for assistance by being low-incomed. The Authority 
hopes that this will encourage people to live in Orange, as many of the 
people that work in town live in other places. 


The Housing Authority submitted a request to the State Department 
of Community Affairs for funds to subsidize 50 remodeled apartments in 
Orange in an effort to encourage private landlords to fix up their prop- 
erties. Two are being subsidized at present. The state granted the 
Housing Authority approval for seven units under the rental subsidy 
program, with the right to re-apply should more landlords want to join 
the program. 


Colonial Acres is fully occupied and there is a waiting list of elderly 
people that would like to live there. In 1973 a parking lot was added on 
the grounds and a small building was erected for storage. The Housing 
Authority regretfully accepted the resignation of Mrs. Isadore A. 
Lundgren and Mrs. Joanna L. Fisher was hired as the new Executive 
Director at Colonial Acres. 


The Housing Authority is concerned with the rundown condition of 
some of the buildings in town. The Authority is looking into a program 
for buying, remodeling and renting apartments. This program is one of 
the things the Authority will be considering in 1974 because private land- 
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lords don’t appear to want to take the initiative to fix up properties 
under the rental subsidy program.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 
I herewith submit the annual report of this department for the year 
1973. 


The work of this department has been the regular upkeep of streets, 
roads, sidewalks and bridges not included in Chapter 81 or Chapter 90. 


On South Main Street 400 feet of sidewalk was replaced. 
On Cheney Street 200 feet of sidewalk was constructed. 
Various sidewalks were patched. 


Major repairs were made to the dam in Tully center; also, the section 
of road near Tully dam was reconstructed and oiled. 


A section of concrete wall on the north side of West Main Street was 
constructed. 


Numerous driveway entrances were reconstructed with bituminous 
concrete. 


Iron rail fences were repaired. 

Streets were swept in the Spring and Fall. 

Limbs felled during storms were cleared from streets and roads. 

On December 21st numerous roads were intensively damaged by 
heavy rains; these roads were made passable. More work will be done on 
these roads next spring. 

In the winter sand was delivered to houses for private use. 

Sand boxes were filled periodically for public use. 

Snow fences were erected. 


Snow was cleared from sidewalks and sand applied when necessary. 


We plowed and sanded Mahar Regional and Dexter Park Schools’ 
parking lots. 
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270 tons of salt and approximately 3200 yards of sand were applied to 
streets and roads. 


Taxiways, runways, and parking lots were plowed at the airport. 


Chapter 81 

The maintenance and surfacing of all roads and streets (accepted) 
except those under Chapter 90 Maintenance is carried out under this 
account. At present the state furnishes 67% of the money spent. This 
work constitutes the maintenance and surfacing of both graveled and 
tarred roads and streets of which 65 miles are tar and 17 miles are 
gravel. 

Work finished under this account was as follows: 

The usual scraping of roads and streets. 

The following streets and roads were oiled: 

North Main Street, 1848 feet were oiled; Royalston Road, 792 feet; 
Bliss Hill, 264 feet; Lincoln Avenue, 528 feet; Grove Street, 528 feet; 
Water Street, 528 feet; Burrill Avenue, 264 feet; Pleasant Street, 528 
feet; Horton Road, 528 feet. 


A half-mile section of East Road was widened, drainage pipe laid and 
the road oiled. 


Bituminous patch was applied to numerous streets and roads. 
Drainage consisted of cleaning ditches, catch basins and drop inlets. 


Graveled roads were patched with gravel. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 
Work completed under this account was as follows: 
2,091 gallons of M.C. 800 oil applied to East River Street. 


North Main Street, 1,000 gallons M.C. 3,000; Wheeler Avenue, 687 
gallons M.C. 3,000. 


Sections of guard rail were replaced near Lake Mattawa on the 
Holtshire Road. 
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Sewer 
Numerous lines from streets to houses were unplugged. 
Broken sewer lines were replaced. 
Various lines to new houses were laid. 


Lines were thawed out when frozen. 


Municipal Buildings 
A new addition was added to the town barn. This building is made of 
concrete and the dimensions of the building are: 66 feet in length, 30 feet 
wide and 12 feet high. 


General upkeep of the town barn was maintained. 


Parks and Playgrounds 
Grass at Butterfield Park, Goddard Park and Memorial Park was 
mowed, hedges trimmed, bushes cut, leaves and grass was raked up and 
disposed of. 
Butterfield park was kept in shape for ball games. 


Flower boxes were filled with loam and placed on the railings of the 
river bridge. 


Sand was trucked to the beach at Lake Mattaw; a boat and chair were 
placed at the beach and a life guard hired. 


In the fall flower boxes were removed from the river bridge.

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DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


Under veterans’ benefits, there were sixteen temporary cases worked 
for a short period of time. We started the year with fifteen permanent 
cases. There were four cases of a permanent nature terminated. We 
have added nine additional cases, of a permanent nature, bringing the 
year end count to twenty four. Five applications were denied for lack of 
eligibility. 


During December, 1973, we were informed of a special income known 
as Supplemental Security Income, a division of the Social Security 
Program, that certain categories of persons might qualify for, such as, 
aged, disabled persons and persons who are blind. This office identified 
and completed applications for twelve of our permanent case people. As 
of this writing we have not been informed of those persons who have 
been accepted under the program. Those individuals who are accepted 
under the SSI program will no longer be carried on this department’s 
payroll. 


A total of 1,742 persons were assisted for various veteran’s associated 
problems in the office during normal work hours the past year. After 
work hours saw a total of 106 persons being assisted by the agent and/or 
the clerk. This special, after-hour service was rendered for the benefit of 
the working people unable to come to the office during our regular 
daytime hours. 


Ninety-six young men of our district were registered for the draft in 
accordance with current law. Young men attaining the age of 18 must 
still register in spite of the fact that we are currently enjoying a 
“peacetime” period.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the year 1973, the library department added 952 new books to 
the collection. Total number of volumes in the library is now 32,250. Cir- 
culation was 56,001. The collection of phonograph records increased to 
418. 


The library loaned 3,192 books to the Orange Elementary School class- 
rooms. The library staff serviced the Eastern Star Home each week with 
books and other reading material. The Orange Junior Women’s Club 
began sponsoring a story-hour once a month for children ages 3-5. The 
Western Regional inter-library loan system continues to serve the special 
needs of borrowers, and 73 books were borrowed through the systems. 
The Moore-Leland Library in North Orange provided 1,739 books to 
patrons from the Bookmobile. The Summer Reading Club for youngsters 
had 85 members who read 1,729 books, an average of 20 books per 
member. Many local groups used the assembly room for meetings during 
the day and evening. 


The librarians have continued to improve and enlarge collections of 
various types of books to meet the needs of the public. New editions of 
standard works have been purchased. In response to requests, the 
library has a wide selection of books on crafts, antiques, oil painting, 
furniture making, and crewel work. We have also found many local 
groups are borrowing films through the regional system. 


Of particular concern to the trustees has been the maintenance of both 
the Wheeler Memorial Library and the Moore-Leland Library buildings. 
The trustees have continued the program of making repairs to the 
buildings to keep them in good condition.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To The Orange School Committee: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Superintendent of the 
Orange Elementary Schools. 


Certainly the most significant event during 1973 was the retirement of 
Walter J. Fields as Superintendent of Schools, a post he had wisely and 
competently filled for thirteen years. During his stewardship as Superin- 
tendent, the elementary schools improved immensely their offerings to 
the Orange school children so that by the end of the school year this past 
June, it could be accurately and proudly stated that the school program 
was as comprehensive and coordinated as one would normally expect to 
find in much larger and perhaps more affluent cities and towns through- 
out the Commonwealth. 


During the latter part of the summer and early fall, several important 
curriculum decisions were made. The science program, Science Curricu- 
lum Improvement Study (SCIS), was extended to all students in Grades 
1-6. Originally this was one of three Federally financed science programs 
developed so that children could learn by exploring scientific concepts 
through actual project work in the physical and life sciences. It is one of 
the most successful programs in use in the country today. 


Further improvements were made in the reading program by 
adopting, on a pilot basis, the Alpha Time Pre-Reading Program in the 
Kindergarten classes. This program based strongly on “phonics” was 
developed by the creator of Sesame Street and was one of eight reading 
programs to be especially praised by the United States Office of Educa- 
tion during the past year. 


Also during the fall, the entire professional staff was asked to list 
those areas of change which they felt were most pressing for the school 
system. As a result, thirty-six items were identified as definite priori- 
ties. These thirty-six were then again ranked in priority order by the 
staff and resulted in the following top five recommended changes: (1) A 
library —A.V. center in Dexter Park and Butterfield Schools; (2) Definite 
need for co-basals in reading, math and language arts to meet the needs 
of the slower learner and to individualize; (3) A guidance counselor to 
work with children with emotional problems; (4) Teacher Workshops: 
Individualization of Learning, Learning Disabilities, Mathematics; (5) 
More aides (both paid, volunteer and high school students) to help chil- 
dren, eliminate non-teaching duties, individualize. 
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It is expected that by next spring a random sampling of parental 
opinions on these priorities for change, as well as any other suggestions 
they may wish to make, will have been completed. Following this rather 
lengthy process the School Committee can debate the relative merits of 
each priority and if supported, can then plan for its inception in an 
orderly manner. 


In-service training of teachers is an important method of ensuring that 
teaching skills are sharpened and made more productive by exposure to 
modern techniques, practices, and research. 


In October the entire staff had an afternoon workshop consisting of 
four mini-courses. Visiting professional staff from Athol, Templeton, 
Phillipston, Erving, and Mahar Regional also participated in the 
workshop. 


In January, the Massachusetts Department of Education in cooperation 
with personnel from the Leominster school system will conduct an in- 
service workshop for the staff on the topic of individualizing learning in 
mathematics. 


Negotiations between the Orange Elementary Teachers’ Association 
and the Orange School Committee took place during the summer and 
early fall and resulted in a new salary schedule and other contractural 
changes for the 1974-1975 school year. These collective bargaining 
meetings were minus the rancor so often found in other municipalities 
and resulted in an overall teacher salary increase of 5.47 percent. Pay 
schedules and fringe benefits were adopted by the School Committee for 
the coming fiscal year for all non-certificated personnel as well. As we all 
know, of great importance throughout the year were the spiraling prices 
which made a shambles of budget estimates made some eighteen months 
earlier. Fuel, electric power, gasoline, milk, food and paper price in- 
creases put a tremendous strain on the school budget. 


Conservation of energy and paper became extremely important in the 
last few months of 1973 and of course will continue to be of significance 
in the years ahead. Careful attention has been paid to this issue by staff 
and students and we have been able to reduce considerably our use of 
fuel, electrical power, and paper. In early December an ad hoc energy 
crisis panel was formed within the system made up of teachers and ad- 
ministrators. This group had formulated contingency plans for School 
Committee consideration should a change in the school calendar become 
necessary due to shortage of heating fuel. However, it is our hope and 
expectation that we will be able to get through the winter months ahead 
without serious dislocation of the learning process. 
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Deficiencies in the overall physical condition of Butterfield School were 
noted by the School Committee in the fall. Of concern is the inoperable 
condition of room heating controls and ventilation system, the extremely 
high ceilings and the deterioration of the wooden sash and doors, all of 
which help to cause a waste of large quantities of fuel. Since correction 
of these present conditions is important, the Committee in late 
November voted to request a bond issue of $155,000 at the Annual Town 
Meeting. 


Several of the wooden floors have buckled and created lumps in floors 
throughout the buildings. Two rooms and a corridor had new subflooring 
and tile laid this past summer. The budget for next year contains monies 
to replace the flooring in an additional six rooms and some other 
corrective work as well. 


Since Butterfield School has an estimated replacement value of $4 mil- 
lion, it is felt that these expenditures represent a wise and modest in- 
vestment for the Town. 


The recent addition at Dexter Park School continues to have an over- 
heating problem during the warm months that school is in session. It is 
expected that this will be corrected by replacing some of the inoperable 
windows with a type that can be opened to provide improved ventilation. 


The Speech Therapy case load has grown to expected size (normally 5 
percent to 10 percent of elementary school students) and justifies the 
hiring of a full-time therapist for the coming school year. We have been 
most pleased with the services presently being performed under a 
contract with the Franklin County Public Hospital. 


No discussion of school events of 1973 would be complete without 
mentioning the amount of time spent on planning for implementation of 
the new Special Education Act which becomes law on September 1, 1974. 
This is a very complex and comprehensive law which mandates services 
for all children aged 3-21 with “special needs”. At this writing we see the 
program costing significant sums of money to implement with of course 
these expenditures fully reimbursed. Chapter 766, by which this act is 
popularly known, will continue to absorb a great deal of planning time of 
the administration and school psychologist. 


HOT LUNCH PROGRAM 
Perhaps no such program more dramatically has felt the strain of the 
present inflationary trend known all too well to the average housewife. 


Increases in the cost of food over the past year represent a figure 
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somewhere between 20 percent to 30 percent. In September the price of 
a student meal was raised from 30 cents to 35 cents or 16 percent. 
Further aggravating the situation was the fact that Federal aid for stu- 
dent milk price supports and hot lunches became embroiled in the na- 
tional political scene in Washington. It wasn’t until November that 
student milk support was reinstated and not until December did 
Congress vote and the President sign a supplemental appropriation to in- 
crease support of school lunch programs.

FEDERAL PROGRAMS 


Federal grants amounting to $36,466.39 were approved in 1973 for the 
Orange Elementary Schools. This was distributed in three projects. Title 
III NDEA funds were authorized by Congress but the President has 
impounded those funds. At this writing it appears they will be released 
by the Executive Branch under a Federal Court Order. For Orange this 
would mean an additional $250 in reimbursement for the purchase of 
$500 worth of audio-visual equipment. 


Title I — ESEA — P. L. 89-10 — Project SPACE (Summer Program of 
Academic and Cultural Enrichment) — $21,574 — This program served 
78 children, Grades 1-6, during a six week program consisting of reading 
and math instruction, field trips, arts and crafts and physical education. 
Title I programs are managed by Mr. Jerome Rogers of the Butterfield 
School faculty. Under Federal regulations, the operation and planning 
phases of Title I are overseen by a Parent Advisory Committee which 
makes recommendations to the Orange School Committee which has the 
final decision making powers. 


Title I — ESEA — P. L. 89-10 — Project AFDY (Aides for Disad- 
vantaged Youth) — $13,450 — Seven teacher aides are engaged in 
working with 45 children who are in need of additional individual help in 
reading and mathematics beyond that provided in the regular classroom. 
This year we have more than doubled the number of aides and have been 
able to provide these services in all three schools on a regular basis. 


Title IT — ESEA — P. L. 89-10 — Library Services — $1,441.85 — 


Teacher selected books (323) and audio visual non print materials (115) 
were purchased for the schools under this grant.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PSYCHOLOGIST 


Addendum to the Superintendent’s Report 


To: David P. Bramhall, Superintendent of Schools 
Psychological Services 


This program provides an individualized service to evaluate the intel- 
lectual and emotional aspects of a child. An appropriate educational plan 
is determined so that the student can obtain maximum achievement 
within his ability range. 


Referrals 


Referrals are made by the teacher, administrator, parent, Family 
Agencies or Athol-Gardner Mental Health Center. A psychological evalu- 
ation and tests are administered and an _ educational plan _ is 
recommended. 


Learning Disability Program 


We presently have 72 children in the Learning Disability Program. 
The Tutoring personnel consists of 2 full time and 2 part time persons of 
which one of the latter will become full time when the need arises. 


The number of new students entering the program this year was 29. 
All the parents were seen by the Psychologist on an individual basis. The 
learning disability, the specific problem and the individual prescription 
for each child was explained to the parent. In this conference, we also 
discussed general home and school behavior. Each parent received Home 
Management Sheets which suggests methods and goals of dealing with 
children who have a learning disability. They were invited to make an 
appointment in the future if any problem should persist. All the tutors 
were available to the parents during the school conferences and will be 
for the next scheduled conferences. In addition to this, we are planning 
to develop a system whereby the parents will receive four written 
reports from the tutors each year. 


This year we have trained three tutors. The two full-time tutors can 
administer the screening tests which follows the Psychologist’s evalua- 
tion. They can now construct a report that analyzes learning disability 
factors. A conference follows wherein we discuss our mutual findings and 
a decision is reached as to whether a learning disability is functioning 
and is substantially interfering with the child’s educational progress. The 
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final decision is the responsibility of the School Psychologist and of the 
Core Evaluation Team. 


In May 1973 all the students in the Learning Disability Program were 
tested and evaluated as to their growth in Reading. 


9 students .2 to .5 months growth 3 students 2.0 to 2.5 
5 students .6 to .9 2 students 2.6 to 2.9 
15 students 1 year to 1.5 2 students 3.0 to 3.7 
4 students 1.6 to 1.9 3 students no growth 


This year we have added another service to the Learning Disablity 
Program. The Physical Education Instructor spends 5 periods per week 
with children who require extensive development of their gross motor 
functions. He works effectively with a total of 25 students. 


Special Needs Program 


We have completed all the individual evaluations for the children in 
the Special Needs Classes and they have been predominatly or fe Meret 
integrated as required by the State. 


Speech Therapy Program 


The Speech Therapy Program consists of 44 children who are seen 
twice a week. The personnel consists of two speech therapists who 
service all elementary schools. I am impressed by the quality of the 
service we are receiving from the therapists assigned to us from the 
Franklin County Public Hospital. 


Chapter 766 


Considerable time has been expended by the administration and the 
School Psychologist in attending state meetings relative to Chapter 766 
regulations mandated to take effect September 1974 for all children with 
special needs. Though implementation of Chapter 766 will be most 
demanding on our present Special Services staff, we are optimistic that 
we can meet these unusual demands without additional full-time staff 
members. In the last few years we have met the spirit of the law but are 
now required to maintain voluminous files, forms, records and reports on 
each special needs child.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


Addendum to the Superintendent’s Report 


To: David P. Bramhall, Superintendent of Schools 


The following report is for services performed by the school physician 
in the calendar year of 1973. 


We did the regular physical examinations of all pupils in the kinder- 
garten, first, second, fourth and sixth grades. These were varied as to 
timing to spread the load out throughout the year. We also examined the 
children in the programs for the perceptually handicapped, retarded and 
emotionally handicapped. There were more than the usual number of 
pupils in the classification of children needing special education. 


I continued the usual practice of examining the children of the ages of 
fourteen to sixteen years of age who needed the examination to obtain 
working certificates. I will, of course, continue this throughout the 
coming year. No charge will be made for this examination if it is 
requested within a reasonable time before the certificate is to be 
obtained. 


The new or expanded programs in sex education and drug abuse edu- 
cation were pursued with somewhat less emphasis than in the previous 
year because of the number of other special programs required. We were 
also notified in late September about the new programs in prospect for 
children with special needs. This has taken considerable time to study 
and will undoubtedly take much more time before it can be implemented 
in the Fall of the next year. 


The health of the student body is generally good but there have been a 
few epidemics or sporadic occurrances of problems such as head lice, 
mild influenza, and the usual head colds. I think that some other prob- 


lems may be uncovered when the complete plan of examinations is 
started under the “special needs” program.

The major thrust of the school health program, as always, was in the 
field of prevention. The value of the various testing programs is reflected 
in the statistics past and present, which indicate the effectiveness of 
these tests. A sound follow-up and referral program is also an integral 
part of these testing programs. The school nurse is authorized by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health to conduct such tests. 


The stubborn, but unfortunately common, problem of Pediculosis 
Capitus (head lice) arose during the year. Of all the problems that the 
school health department must cope with during the school year, the 
problem of Pediculosis is the most frustrating. The corrective remedy 
lies in coordinating efforts of parents and the schools. The response was 
good, and the problem was brought under control. 


Our objective is better health and health education for all students. 
We see this expanding annually to our great satisfaction.

AT A MEETING OF THE MAHAR REGIONAL SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
HELD JANUARY 15, 1974, IT WAS VOTED TO ACCEPT THE RE- 
PORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT AND ADOPT IT AS THE 
REPORT OF THE REGIONAL SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE RALPH C. MAHAR REGIONAL 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE AND VOTERS OF THE RALPH C. MAHAR 
REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT, I HEREWITH SUBMIT MY 
ANNUAL REPORT AS SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Mahar Regional School Committee conducted an exceptionally full 
schedule of meetings during 1973 as it addressed itself to a larger num- 
ber of substantial educational issues of long-range importance to the 
District. Eleven regular meetings were held. Eight special meetings held 
covered topics of a shared superintendency with Orange, meetings with 
municipal officials to defer salaries and reduce the eighteen-month 
budget in effect, and the selection of an architectural firm and consultant 
to plan a program to meet school facilities needs. Also to be included 
were meetings with local business leaders and Athol school officials to 
explore ways to expand the Occupational Education program and 
meetings with the student advisory group. Four budget meetings on the 
1974-1975 budget concluded the year. A large number of sub-committee 
meetings were held. In addition to the above issues, negotiations were 
successfully carried out with the Principals’ Group and the Non-Teaching 
Personnel Group. The Occupational Education Sub-Committee was very 
active as well as the Athletic Sub-committee. The Educational Facilities 
Needs Sub-Committee, an ad hoc committee appointed to screen archi- 
tectural firms and to elicit community support for school facilities, played 
a large role in securing progress in this area. 


FINANCE 


The Net Budget for the 1974-1975 school year which now covers the 
period July 1, 1974 to June 30, 1975 was set at $1,585,257. Included in 
this figure is $56,609, the net budget for the Occupational Education pro- 
gram at the New Salem Annex. 


It is important to note that the new budget includes deferred salaries of 
$126,545 which were deleted from the previous 18-month budget at the 


request of municipal officials in the Member Towns and accepted by the 
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Mahar committee on March 4, 1973. At that time, the Committee also 
further reduced its budget by including $72,000 in transportation income 
to be reimbursed by the state in 1974. The result has been that the 
Mahar budget for 1974-1975 reflects an increase of $198,545 in addition to 
the substantial increase made necessary in the area of salaries to all per- 
sonnel as well as inflationary increases in nearly all phases of the opera- 
tional costs. State reimbursmeents in nearly all categories have been 
delayed and, in some cases, partial payments have been received. 


This has necessitated frequent borrowing in anticipation of state 
revenue. 


The District can be assured that every step possible has been taken to 
make economies. The budget contains no provisions for emergencies of 
new educational programs. In the case of the new law Chapter 766 which 
specifically requires new services for students with special needs, the 
Committee has decided to delay its request for special funding until the 
guideline and program required are more definite at the local level. The 
budget reflects no increase in teaching personnel even through the en- 
rollment projection shows a projected increase of students for September 
of 1974. 


Mr. Joseph Barry resigned in August as Treasurer of the District, a 
position he had held since 1966. Mrs. June Venette, Assistant Treasurer 
acted in this position until November 1 when Mr. Duane Nynam was 
appointed Treasurer of the District. The Committee wishes to commend 
Mr. Barry on his years of fine services to the District. 


SCHOOL FACILITIES NEEDS 


The Mahar committee has been facing the need for more space for 
several years. In 1970, the accrediting agency, the New England As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary Schools, gave the school a limited 
five-year accreditation stating that additional space for educational 
programs was necessary by 1975 if accreditation was to be continued. In 
addition, the need for occupational education programs has become more 
urgent to provide students with skills training, particularly for those not 
enrolled in the college program. Both boys and girls should be involved. 
Also, the extension of programs in physical education, music, art and 
special services has outgrown the present facilities available. 

A summary of these needs was presented to the Committee in April of 
1972 and funds were placed in the 1973-74 budget by the Committee to 
hire a consultant and to secure architectural services to verify these 
needs and to provide possible solutions. The availability of state aid 
would allow 65% building reimbursements for both capital outlay and in- 
terest and the fact that the present bond issue expires in 1977, en- 
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couraged the Committee to consider a plan to up-date school facilities for 
the foreseeable future. It should be noted that the study of the 
consultant showed the present structure is adequate for only 775 
students. 


The School Building Assistance Bureau accepted the plan for additional 
facilities provided that a K-12 study of educational needs in all member 
towns be carried out to ascertain long-range plans and needs at all 
levels. This was carried out, and the permission to proceed with needed 
facilities at Mahar was given in December, 1973. 


The Committee had proceeded with the plan to hire an outside consultant 
and engaged the services of the Providence Partnership in May of 1973. 
Educational specifications have been drawn up for an addition to the 
present plant. It calls for a Seven and Eighth Grade House and a Senior 
House with common use of a library, physical education facilities, 
cafeteria and kitchen and the inclusion of an addition for an occupational 
education wing for Grades 9-12. 


The Committee is planning to proceed with plans to bring the proposal to 
the voters of the Regional District in 1974. 


OCCUPATIONAL EDUCATION 


The Occupational Education Sub-Committee has had numerous meetings 
in 1973. Meetings have been held with local business and industrial 
leaders to study local needs in their areas and attempts have been made 
to secure the use of available industrial sites in Orange for an expanded 
program. Also considered were plans to work out a program with the 
Athol-Royalston Regional School District. Difficulties over the legal 
problems involved in the joint financing of a shared facility have not been 
solved to date. It is evident that a larger program advantageous to both 
Districts would result in such a plan. 


EXPANSION OF PUPIL SERVICES PROGRAM 


During 1973 there has been much concern over the promulgation of new 
state requirements at the local level made necessary by the provisions of 
Chapter 766 of the General Laws. This statute requires that School Com- 
mittees identify school age children who have special needs, diagnose and 
evaluate the needs of such children and provide special education pro- 
grams to meet individual needs. A school age child with special needs is 
any person ages 3 through 21 who has not attained a high school 
diploma. To evaluate such needs, the state plan calls for the establish- 
ment of Care Evaluation Teams. Cost estimates to date call for $200 per 
child for a typical evaluation. It is also estimated that we are dealing 
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with about 10% of the population ages 3-18. 


The Mahar Regional School has been moving ahead in the pupil services 
area, and has implemented several programs which can be properly used 
to carry out the provisions of Chapter 766. These programs include: 1. 
Perceptually handicapped instruction. 2. Two programs for the emotion- 
ally disturbed. 3. One self-contained class in Grade 7. 4. A special needs 
class. 5. A tutoring program for pupils with handicaps and, 6. classes in 
major departments for slow learners. In addition, certain pupils are pro- 
vided instruction at the Rutland Rehabilitation Center at state expense 
with the District responsible for transportation. 


The District at the present time has asked for no additional funds for 
expediting special costs that may arise in implementing mi new require- 
ments. It is my hope that present staff and programs along with the area 
state facilities in Athol-Gardner and Greenfield area will be sufficient to 
carry out a proper implementation of the law.

ANNUAL REPORT 


January 1, — December 31, 1973 


The period January - December 1973 can be described appropriately as a 
year of continued change and adjustment to innovative educational 
practices as well as to changes in the behavioral views and opinions of 
society which provide such a strong influence over our system of public 
education. 


The school faculty in every department made a great effort to establish 
subjects in the curriculum that would be considered relevant, motivating 
and profitable for the largest possible number of our students. The result 
has been significantly successful although there are still some students 
who, for various reasons, are not experiencing much progress in spite of 
our efforts. All staff members will continue to search for and experiment 
with various plans and approaches, some of which hopefully may effect 
continued improvement. The school department realizes that it must con- 
stantly strive to be accountable in every respect to students, parents and 
tax payers of the school district. 


The new educational approaches and the innovations which have had a 
pronounced effect on behavioral conditions and academic progress are 
indicated together with numerous items of general interest. 


Semester Subjects. The continued introduction of semester subjects in 
each department has made it possible for students to enroll in a much 
wider variety of study units, thus contributing significantly to the effec- 
tiveness of their learning experiences. These subjects are designed to 
relate to the realities of life with which our youth are already deeply 
involved, rather than to theory which frequently has no application 
whatsoever. 


Individualization of Instruction. The individualization of student pro- 
grams has been expanded into several subject areas after a profitable 
beginning in the field of mathematics. It is now generally accepted that 
the individual differences of students must be recognized because not all 
possess the same degree of interest nor an equal amount of learning 
ability. The factor of time has also been considered and placed in the 
perspective of no longer being a threat to accomplishment because of 
strain and pressure. Individualization of instruction will be a top priority 
for a considerable of the future. 
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Student Program of Studies Selection. The student program of studies 
selection has been transformed into an almost free elective system for 
grades 9-12 which makes possible program projection and planning over 
a period of several years. Applying the semester subject plan of organi- 
zation to the elective system now makes it possible for a student to take 
a subject during one of several periods of his or her high school career. 


Educational Goals. Education goals, having been established in 1972, 
must be the subject of constant evaluation. If they are not being 
achieved, then they must be modified or replaced. The system of 
performance objectives and guarantees which are the real substance of 
educational goals is probably the most important development as we 
attempt to become educationally accountable for each student. Perform- 
ance objectives and guarantees should be interpreted to mean that every 
student, prior to graduating from this school, will have been exposed to 
specific concepts in each academic area of study, learning these concepts 
to a satisfactory degree is guaranteed. How long they may be remember- 
ed and the degree to which they may be productively applied naturally 
cannot be guaranteed. 


Length of the School Day. At the beginning of the current school year 
the overall length of the school day was reduced by one hour. The school 
day now consists of six hours, including lunch time and ends at 2:00 P.M. 
Along with the shortening of the school day, the academic requirements 
were increased so that a majority of the students are enrolled in a 
minimum of 30 class periods of formal instruction out of the weekly total 
of 35 class periods. The ultimate goal, if additional space can be obtained 
will be the elimination of all study periods in the traditional sense. The 
logic here is that the cost of education requires that each student be in- 
volved in a constructive experience all of the time rather than part of the 
time. The waste of time and the sacrifice of profitable experiences cannot 
be supported any longer. 


Expansion of the CO-OP Program. The CO-OP Program which has been 
carefully developed phase by phase has shown consistent growth. The 
development of community experiences has been the highlight of the 
program since September. Fifty members of the senior and junior classes 
have been working and assisting in various activities of community life 
according to a definite schedule which is an integral part of their regular 
academic programs. A majority of students have been granted academic 
credit for the involvement at an acceptable level of accomplishment. 


In December, the basic CO-OP plan was expanded to include eligible 
students in Grade 10. This privilege is intended to build a stronger sense 
of personal responsibility amongst the students of an earlier grade level 
which, in turn, should develop to a great degree the attitude which must 
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be in evidence if the more advanced phases are to be productive. 


The CO-OP office also serves as a clearing house for all area job oppor- 
tunities available to students. 


Parent Assistance Program. In April, 1973 a group of parents indicated 
their willingness to devote some time each week assisting in as many 
areas as possible with the improvement of the general school operation. 
After considerable planning, organizing and preparing, parents were 
introduced to a number of what appeared to be critical student behavior- 
al situations. In a short time, it was realized that there were far fewer 
behavioral situations than originally anticipated. At that point it became 
quite evident that these parents should be used in a more beneficial and 
constructive manner. They were then placed on a voluntary basis in 
numerous academically oriented positions where they have performed 
most creditably and contributed significantly to the need for teacher 
assistance as well as in clerical activities. Efforts are being made to 
expand the program by introducing several new opportunities which may 
be of interest to the parents and of considerable benefit to the school 
operation. 


The Smoking Problem. Smoking as a serious school problem has been re- 
duced dramatically, largely because of realistic philosophy which was 
developed. Smoking as an individual health problem continues to exist 
but this must be placed in the area of societal responsibility. The 
smoking regulation in its present form prohibits students from smoking 
in the building at any time before, during and after school. In order to 
make this rule acceptable, a smoking area was established in an outside 
location where students in Grades 9-12 have permission to go at any time 
except during class periods. The cooperation of the student body and 
faculty has been excellent and the result has been the almost total 
elimination of smoking and the return to lavatory facilities which are 
suitable for the use of our students. Credit should also be given to the 
Mahar Key Club for providing tables and benches in the smoking area 
for the greater convenience of those students using it. 


The public should understand that only with a change in society’s views 
toward smoking and an intensive plan of health education, which the 
school is attempting to carry out, is it possible to curtail the smoking 
habit of the American people. 


Student Snack Bar. In February, 1973 a student snack bar was opened in 
the Cafeteria under the direction of the Food Services Department. 
Numerous “A la Carte” items are now available such as a variety of 
sandwiches, including hamburgers and hot dogs; potato chips; crackers; 
cookies; hot chocolate; several non-carbonated drinks; and ice cream. The 
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snack bar is open throughout the school day for students during their 
study period time. 


Since the introduction of the snack bar, the behavior of students, in 
general, has improved to the extent that study halls and the Cafeteria 
itself are now acceptable. Providing additional and almost constant 
source of food is unnecessary for some students but in reality, fulfills a 
very basic need for many others. | 


Programs Conducted for Students with Special Needs. Under the direc- 
tion of the Student Services Department, additional plans have been 
undertaken to develop greater attention to the significant number of stu- 
dents with special needs. A diagnosis of the cause of the need or 
deficiency is made and a program designed to improve the unfortunate 
condition. The major group efforts organized to deal with these special 
needs now include: 


Perceptually Handicapped Program 50 students 
Exceptional Group Opportunity Program (EGO) 6 students 
Academic Make-Up Program 6 students 
Special Needs Group 6 students 
Slow Learners—7th Grade 12 students 

—9th Grade 10 students

Student Advisory Council. The Student Advisory Council, established in 
1972 under the direction of the Department of Education, has assumed 
an important role in the area of school improvement by being responsible 
for introducing proposals which contribute to the improvement of student 
relations through a better understanding of student problems, The 
council also works closely with the Mahar Student Council in an effort to 
improve the school experience for as many students as possible. 


In December, 1978, an Advisory Council-Student Council proposal to 
establish a council-operated book store in the Cafeteria was approved by 
the Mahar Regional School Committee. Additional projects are in the 
development stage and will be presented in the near future. 


In addition, the Mahar Regional School is represented on the Regional 
Advisory Council #3 which convenes in the Worcester Regional Head- 
quarters at West Boylston once each month. This is in compliance with 
Chapter 1009 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth. 


Psychological Services. The psychological services program provides a 
service to more effectively evaluate the intellectual and emotional 


aspects of our students. The proper academic placement is determined

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FINAL REPORT OF ORANGE FIRE STATION STUDY GROUP 


Last year the interim report of the Orange Fire Station Study Group 
was as follows: 


(1) It is the recommendation of the Committee that the location and con- 
solidation of this existing apparatus should be maintained at this 
location. 


(2) In order to alleviate the over-crowding, that two additional bays 
should be planned to the north side of the structure. 


(3) That these bays contain a second floor that would not be finished off 
at this time but would be at a time in the future when additional 


personnel and related space requirements are needed.

That this Committee should not be discharged but further empower- 
ed to come back at a future or special town meeting with a specific 
request for funds to be appropriated for preliminary architectural 
plans, material specifications, cost estimates and a prospective draw- 
ing of proposed addition.

It is the recommendation of this Committee that great care should be 
taken to preserve the present architecture, which is certainly one of 
the better designed structures of the Town. And, with the elimina- 
tion of certainly unsightly buildings adjacent to it in recent years, 
and the improvement of the adjacent Town Park, this building does 
much to enhance the appearance of this section of the Town. 


The above recommendations of this Committee were accepted and money 
was appropriated at Town Meeting and this report details the recom- 
mendations on how to overcome the crowded condition at the Orange 
Fire Station. 


The Final Recommendations of the Committee are as follows: 


(1) It is recommended that an additional story and a half building be ex- 
tended to the north of the existing building. 


(2) There will be two stalls and storage with a dimension of 36’ x 58’ to 
accomplish the equipment need. 


(3) There will be a connecting link between the existing building and the 
two stalls. This would contain a Chief’s office and a Watch office. 


This will put the Chief's office on the first floor and provide a room 
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adjacent to it for the Watch Station. This move would allow two 
rooms upstairs to be freed up and thus provide for three bedrooms 
available on the second floor at a future date. This move will also put 
the functions and services on the first floor level. 


(4) There is a toilet and shower adjacent to these two rooms that could 
be modernized and used for these services. 


(5) The existing boiler is of the type and condition that could have a 
couple of sections added to it to thus provide the heat. 


The Committee engaged Mr. James A. Britton of the James A. Britton, 
Inc. of Greenfield for the architectural and design work and his sketches 
and recommendations are the basis of this committee report. 


HISTORY: 


The building was originally constructed by George H. Reed & Co., Inc. 
of Greenfield under a Public Works Administration Project in 1935-1936. 
The building was designed by George E. Robinson Architect of Boston. 
Mr. Robinson, who since has deceased, was an architect who was in- 
volved in a number of fire stations throughout the state. 


Mr. Britton indicated that, in his opinion, the construction of the station 
has stood up well throughout the years. The design was an extremely 
good one and it has been very well maintained throughout the years, this 
is both on the exterior and on the interior. He further indicated that he 
thought the apparatus room is taxed to the limit and expressed concern 
how the firemen are able to get so many pieces of equipment in such a 
small area. He further complimented the Orange Fire Department for 
the number of various services they provide to the Town. In addition to 
the fire protection services, there are the ambulance services, the police 
department answering services and numerous other activities throughout 
the years. 


PURPOSE: 


Mr. Britton indicated that the Georgian colonial architectural lines of the 
station were good and any future expansion should preserve and com- 
pliment these lines. He indicated a pressing need to alleviate the over- 
crowding and a minimum of two additional bays should be planned on the 
north side. He stated that the original brick used in the building, West- 
field brick, is no longer available but that this did not greatly concern 
him as he felt that other material should be used in the addition. He said 
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his choice of materials were an endeavor to provide the necessary room 
with more expansion, have the addition blend in with the old, make the 
station more functional, and to keep the cost of the project down to a 
level the Town could afford. He pointed out that towns all over are short 
of funds and this addition should be functional and built at a minimum 
cost. 


BUILDING CHARACTERISTICS: 


In general, the addition will be a story and a half extended to the north 
of the existing building. The connecting link between the existing build- 
ing and the two stalls would be a Chief’s office and a Watch office. The 
connection would be made where there is an existing window. This 
would put the Chief's office on the first floor and would provide adjacent 
to it a Watch station with room enough for a man to have a cot in there. 
There is a toilet and shower adjacent to this that could be modernized 
and used for these two offices. This move would allow two rooms up- 
stairs to be freed and thus provide for three bedrooms available on the 
second floor at a future date. From a functional viewpoint, this would 
then put the Chief's office and the Watch office on a first floor level, thus 
making it more convenient and functional for the day-by-day operations 
and allowing the upstairs to be used for meetings, Fire Department day 
room activities and quarters in the future. 


This connecting link would be out of block with the front covered with 
boards and painted. 


The two stalls and storage would be a wing that is set back with a 
dimension that is 36’ x 58’ and would also be out of block. The outside 
would be stuccoed and painted white. The windows would be a colonial 
type with small panes. 


The roof would be wood truss and to tie the new addition into the old, 
the roof would be slate, the same as the existing structure. A cupola 
would be located on the top of this. 


The addition would be set on a concrete slab. The existing boiler is an 
H.B. Smith boiler and it would be possible to have a couple of sections 
added onto the back of this to provide the heat for this addition. The 
proposed heating would be unit heaters in the two stalls and baseboard 
or wall units for the Chief’s and Watch office. 

The ceiling would be mental lath and cement plaster. 


As indicated by the attached letter, the firm of Mowry & Schmidt, 
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General Contractors of Greenfield, have done a rough take-off based on 
these plans. They believe that the project would cost approximately 
$62,400 if done at this time. Mr. Britton further pointed out that building 
costs are going up about 1% per month. 


PROPOSED BUDGET: 
General Construction $62,400 
Architectural and Engineering Fees 7,000 
Blueprinting 250 
Contingency Fund 5,350 
Total Estimated Project $75,000 


The addition comes to a total of 2,760 sq. ft. With an estimated cost of 
$62,400, this is $22.61 a sq. ft. 


GENERAL COMMENTS: 


The Committee experienced considerable difficulty in trying to find plans 
and drawings of the existing Fire Station. After some months of search- 
ing the Committee did find a copy of the original plans in the files of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Safety and we express our thanks 
to Mr. Ed Smith from that Department for his cooperation in allowing 
the Committee to have these plans duplicated. There are now on file in 
the Orange Town Hall a set of plans and a set of vellums for making 
additional plans. 


The Committee also wishes to thank Mr. Britton for his interest in the 
project and his many trips to Orange to meet with the Committee and 
check out details on the existing building. 


During the course of the study one of the original Committee members, 
Ray Kelly, passed away and this vacancy was filled by present Fire 
Chief, Edward P. O’Lari. 


The Committee wishes to caution the Board of Selectmen about the pro- 
posed budget. In view of the rising costs in construction, it would be the 
recommendation of this Committee that updated budget figures should 
be obtained just prior to the presentation at a Town Meeting. 


The Town of Orange does not own any land adjacent to the Fire Station 
for expansion. However, the Committee has had assurances from the 
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owners of the land that they would be willing to work with any building 
committee if it becomes apparent that the Town will be expanding the 
Fire Station facilities.

Article 19: To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of money 
for Recreation Commission expense, or act thereon.
